Sedalia, 2 3 ; Jefferson City, 10 
This was the score in yesterday’s 
ball game at Liberty park, opening 
the Missou ri Valley leagu e season, 
in the presence of between 300 and 
400 people.

The visitors arrived on the morn­ 
ing train and stopped at The Elks.

initial bag.

Arrested at Windsor and Eetu rned to

Remarkable Record of Fruit on 
Exhibition. 


SHOW OF MR C. a BELL 


Lot of Ben Dav is Variety Picked In 
19 00 Taken to Baiiaio and 
Then to Charleston. 


A d apple twenty months old 
that is y et good to eat and has a 
v ery ex cellent flav or and is sound 
through and through is rather a 
remarkable and unusual thing, say s 
the Charleston (S. C.) Post. Such 
was the fcuit that Mr. C. C. Bell, 
one of the Missouri commissioners 
to the ex position, brought to the 
office of the Ev ening Pest and 
serv ed to the staff on Saturday 
last. 
The apple was the last of a lot of 
140 barrels picked in a Missouri 
orchard on September 20, 19 00, 
sev en months before the Buffalo 
ex position was opened and three 
months before the corner stone of 
the first building at the Charleston 
ex position was laid, y et it was ex ­ 
hibited at both those great shows, 
and if the St, Louis World’s Fair

Mr. Bell has kept a careful 
record of this lot of apples, which 
were of the famous “ Ben Dav is” 
v ariety . 
They were put in barrels 
in Missouri on September 20 and 
kept in cold storage until May i, 
19 01, when they were shipped to 
Buffalo. 
There they were kept in 
cold storage and ex hibits made 
from the lot all during the fair and 
many of them giv en away . 
At 
the close of the ex hibition eight 
barrels remained and these were 
shipped to Charleston. 
The particular lot from which 
the “ last apple” came were taken 
from cold storage in Buffalo Octo­ 
ber 10, and loaded in an ordinary 
freight car on Nov ember i. 
They 
arriv ed in Chaileston December 2, 
19 01, being thus thirty -one day s in 
transit in a close car and subject to 
all the v icissitudes of railroad hand­ 
ling. 
On December 2 a selection 
from the lot was made and twenty - 
fiv e plates of the fruit were put on 
ex hibit at the Missouri display in 
the cotton palace. 
At regular pe­ 
riods thereafter the display was 
culled and rearranged. 
The fol­ 
lowing is the record of the culling : 
February 24, 19 02, reduced to 23 
plates; March 8 , 19 02, reduced to 
18 plates; March iS, 19 02, reduced 
to 1 3 plates; March 27 , 19 02, re­ 
duced to 10 plates; April 8 , 19 02, 
reduced to 8 plates; April 16 ,19 02, 
reduced to 5 plates; May i, 19 02, 
reduced to i plate. 
On May 3 only one apple was 
found to be entirely sound and this 
was brought to thfe office of the 
Ev ening Post and cut open. 
It re­ 
tained a good flr.v or and was firm 
thoughout, ex cept a slight shriv el­ 
ing on the outside. 
While of 
course not so fine as a fresh apple, 
it was y et v ery good to eat. Sev en 
seeds were found in it, perfectly 
whole and clean ex cept one, which 
had already sprouted and showed a 
well dev eloped tendril. 
Mr. Bell 
said this was the first time he had 
known a sound apple to contain a 
sprouting seed. 
The seeds were carefully pre­ 
serv ed and planted by Mr. Bell in 
a pot of earth taken from the 
sunken gardens of the Iv ory City 
and the culture presented to the 
editor of the Ev ening Post. 
If the 
seedlings flourish it is probable 
that a new v ariety of apple will be 
dev eloped and may be it will make 
one of the interesting ex hibits at 
the St. Louis World’s Fair. 
The 
new apple will be known as the 
“ Ex position.”
